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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the 
application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that Goldberg does not suggest termination of advertisements while 
continuing with the free or discounted service (Internet service). Applicant disagrees with Applicant because Goldberg teaches that the 
Internet access is reduced or free based on the amount of ads viewed (col. 29, lines 7-20) and that therefore it would have been obvious 
for the advertisements to be terminated by the user when he or she has satisfied the threshold. After all t the user would want to terminate 
the ads when he or she has viewed enough ads to be awarded the free Internet access, after he or she receives the free Internet service, 
then he or she might not be motivated to receive the ads. 

Applicant argues that Goldberg does not suggest a user manually acknowledging receiving or reviewing an advertisement. In Goldberg 
certain reliability features are included to determine that the advertising was viewed by the user (col. 30, lines 2-14) and that therefore it 
would have been obvious in the system of Goldberg to have included a manual interaction by the user in order to achieve Goldberg's 
goals of "assuring that the advertisements are presented to the user" (col. 30, lines 2-6). 

Applicant further states that proving that the advertisements was presented to the user does not prove that the advertisements 
were reviewed by the user. The Examiner wants to point out that the step claimed of manual interaction by the user does not prove that 
the user indeed reviewed the ads. The claims do not specify particular questions necessary to determine if the ads were reviewed or not 
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
